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Tie political crisis in Manitoba appears to 
have fizzled out, Norquay still holds the 
reins and the prospective premier of two days 
ayo is now a full private in the rear rank of 
the opposition, ‘Lhe trouble grew cut of the 
strong fecling in the province against disal- 
lowance, and the inadequate representation 
accorded the newer as compared with the 
older settlements. Mr. Norquay’s position 
on these questions has been one of continual 
shuffling, and to this he owed his narrow es- 
cape from defeat at the late election, His 
majority was so narrow that the defection of 
four members would place him in an abso- 
lute minority. When Mr. Brown, for reasons 
which have not been made public, resigned 
from the cabinet and placed himself in oppo- 
sition to his former leader, things began to 
look shaky, and still more so when it was 
rumored that Harrison, minister of agricul- 
ture, Douglass and Drewry were likely to fol- 
low snit. To better the natter the thirteen 
straight opposition members signed a docu- 
ment guaranteeing to support a government 
formed of the malcontents on condition of 
their leyislating against disallowance, in fa- 
vor of the H. B. railway, redistribution, de- 
creased expenditure and amending legisla- 
tion. In such a case what could Mr. Nor- 
quay do but post to Ottawa to get advice 
from the centre of all political light and 
knowledye, the greater John. He went, he 
got the advice, he returned, and as the tele- 
grams show he has, in order tu retain power, 
consented to carry out the programine of his 
opponents. If he does so it is perhaps as 
well that the government should remain in 
his hands as pass into those of the renegade 
Brown: but it is not the first time that Mr. 
Norquay has under like circuinstances made 
like promises—and broken thea,

Of 
course it is not at all probahle that the gov- 
ernment will take any such course as that ad- 
vocoted by the Herald, especially at a time 
when Indian matters are progressing pretty 
smoothly, and indeel it is not at all 
likely that the Herald thinks it will, Having 
made the proposition during the cleetion 
campaign, it would not do to let it drop too 
quickly now that the campaign

dians, the idea conveyed by cic article, that 
the Red Deer country is not as well suited 
for civilized settlement or as accessible to 
that settlement as the present reserves should 
not go uncontradicted, The tract alluded to 
is probably one of the finest in the whole 
North-West giving opportunities for farming 
and prazing On a large or small scale such as 
ismost desirable for new settlers. That 
many of the Indians would be glad to trade 
their present reserves for a share in that dis- 
trict is more than likely, but it is to be hoped 
that the government will not offer them the 
the trade.

roasing the area of cultivation. The rea- 
~ are that the prices realized for grain 
cog the past season have not been satis. 
fotory, and that the demand has beea even 
joss satisfactory than the price. The cash de- 
yoavd has been very slight, peincipaliy for 
oats. on government Contracts and to supply 
reusters and freighters, barley bas been ia 
ver) tthe demand for any purpose and wheat 
j possible less. This is the more diseou- 
ractug, bee vse last year’s crop was excellent 
in quality in all kinds of grain and roots, and 
when such good grain tinds so slow a market 
there is poor encouragement for the farmer 
should his grain be bad, Of course there is 
pent) of demand tor grain in trade, so that 
rumers have been able to supply their wants 
sulistactorily, but the encouragemecut to in- 
crease production, whieh a cash market 
would afford, is) lacking. Grain costs the 
farmer time, laborand money to produce, 
and when be finds that there is no demand 
over What will supply ins own needs, he hesi- 
ties about expending more time, labor and 
money in producing still more, 

Tie slackening of endeavor ta bring more 
landunder cultivation will have some good 
effects. Io will allow more time for what is al- 
ready cultivated, to give attention to the 
proper preparation of the ground, the clear- 
ing ont of weeds, the improvement of seed, 
and the bettering of the conditions of farming 
yenetally, Itis very possible that the total 
yield will be increased as much by improved 
turming as by an increase in the amount of 
lind cultivated and the general quality 
cannot fail to be improved, 

While itis true that if the amount of care 
and labor annually expended in jnereasing 
the acreage is expended on the land already 
cultivated the results will be good, it does 
not tollow that the slackening of the work of 
buprovement isin itsclf a good thing ou; the 
contrary it is something greatly to be regret- 
ted, Tne general clearing and breaking up 
of the land is what we expect to improve the 
chnate—what certainly will do it-—-and the 
sooner the work is effected the sooner the 
climate will improve, and the better the 
country willbe. As long as the fariner’s im- 
provelbents are restricted to the present 
sutll amountwith the jomensely dispropor 
tionate area of cold praine, marsh and willow 
brush all around, no great improve- 
nent in the climate need be expected. It
